All who believe in giving Ihe Negro a fair chance in Ihe 


political as well as Ihe'industrial life of the counlry will wel- 
come.the news from Washington that President Wilson is pre- 
paring lo appoint a colored man as recorder of deeds in Hie 
District:of Columbia, thus-following a precedent established 
in reconstruction-days, and one that has;been faithfully ob- 
served since that lime. 


• I I is announced that southern senators will light against 


confirmation, as they did when the president appointed a col- 
ored-man-as a municipal judge in Washington some lime ago. 
The southerners did their best lo defeat the appointment, but 
in vain, and there is reason to hope and believe that in the 
coming test their efforts'will be equally futile. 


There is no good reason why Ihe colored race should not 


receive recognition in public.life. 
In elections and appoint- 


ments the various nationalities are recognixed when they pre- 
sent proper candidates-—and possibly in some cases when 
they do not—and lo exclude the Negro on account of his color 
alone would be neither just nor politic. The Negro race has 
all Ihe rights of citizenship except in sections of the country 
where it is unjustly deprived of them, and il should be given a 
fair chance in Ihe bailie 'of life/public as well as private. 


II is easy lo understand the prejudice of Ihe southerners 


against such a proposition, hut that prejudice must not be al- 
lowed to stand in Ihe way of a square deal. Of what use is 
it lo tell the Negroes they must make their way in Ihe world 
by honest and earnest eflorl, and then deliberately block their 
pathway when they show signs of progress? 


President Wilson deserves credit for the stand he lakes in 


Ihis mailer and his hands should be upheld by every man who 
helieves that (he colored race, which has made remarkable 
progress since il was freed from the bonds of slavery, should 
be encouraged rather than repressed.. 
In this way only can 


the race be induced lo make Ihe most' of itself, and all should 


- realize that the further and faster il progresses Ihe belter il 


will b e f o r Hie counlry.
